SELLERS DIED GAME. 


THE MURDERER KILLED AT KNOXVILLE, 
TENN., ASSERTED HIS INNOCENCE TO THE 
LAST—A WOMAN’S CONFESSION. 
KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 5.—| Special. ]—Par- 

ties went out in boats this morning immedi- 

ately after Sellers, the lynched murderer, fell 
from the top of the bridge, and recovered the 

body. A Coroner's jury was impaneled at 3 

o'clock, and returned a verdict of death by 

mob violence. The incessant firing of pistols 
awoke thé whole town, and by the time Sellers 
was dead at least 1,000 people were on the 
streets. The lynching was very badly man- 
aged, and Sellers came near making his es- 
cape. He refused to speak until just before 
he fell from the bridge, when he said ho had 
nothing to do with the murder, and that Ike 
Wright planned the whole thing. He died 
game, and said he dian’t want to pray. Crowds 
were on the streets until nearly daylight. Liz- 
zie Hickman, who was implicated in the 
murder, mgde a lengthy statement this morn- 
ing. Sbe says she and Sellers decoyed Maines 
up the river for tne purpose of robbery. They 
tried to get him dead drunk, but a long walk 
in the morning air rather sobered him up. 

Sellers tried to get Maines out in a boat to take 

a row, but he refused. They all sat down near 

the roadside, and Maines borrowed a shoe but- 

toner from Lizzie to fasten his shoes. While 
bending over to fasten the shoes Sellers 
stepped up behind bim, and, placing a pistol 
within a few inches of his head, pulled the 
trigger. Maines fell over on his tace dead. She 
refused to say anything about the money farther 
than that she does not know what was done 
with it.

The Latter Is Called Upon to Evacuate 


the Caroline Islands Pending 
Further Parleying. 


Bismarck Demands Immediate Satie faction 
Riots at Valencia Similar to the 
Madrid Demonstrations. 


MADRID, Sept. 6.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.|—The excitement here 
today, while somewhat suppressed and not 
vented in riotous demonstrations like those of 
yesterday, is still most intense. The people 
demanded that the ministry take some definit 
action. A council of the ministers was called, 
and after a long and somewhat stormy session 
the ministers, with the sanction of King Alfon- 
so, have framed and dispatched to the German 
Government an ultimatum, requesting Ger- 
many to evacuate the Caroline Islands. Spain 
in the meantime will refrain from a matcrial 
occupation of the islands, and thus afford a 
basis for further parleyins. 

The total number of arrests made here in 
connection with the demonstration agaſnst 
Germany is 184. 

The German Consulate at Valencia received 
the same treatment at the hands of the popu- 
lace as the German Embassy at Madrid. 

The excitement still continues tonight. 
Thousands of men and wemen throng the 
streets, wildly discussing the topic of the hour. 
The popular belief is that King Alfonso can 
only avert a disastrous revolution by declaring 
war against Germany. Crowds with flags, 
shouting Death to Bismarck!“ have again 
put in an appearance. A policeman attempt- 
ing to take away one of the flags was stabbed 
tbrough the heart and instantly killed, 
and two civil guards were severely wound- 
ed. A telegram has just been received 
at the Ministry of Foreign. Affairs 
from the Spanish Minister at Berlin 
saying that the German State Secretary told 
him that the German gunboat at Yap had re- 
ceived instructions not to hoist the German 
flag as Yap is not considered to be German 
territory. 


ARBITRATION. 

Sefior Canovas, President of the Council, 
this morning received a dispatch signed by 
Prince Bismarck, concluding as follows: It 
no amicable arrangement can be artived at by 
direct negotiations between the Imperial and 
Spanish Governments the Imperial Govern- 
ment will in that event be willmg to refer the 
matter of the Caroline Is lands to the arbitra- 
tion of a friendly Power.“

AN EXPLANATION. | 

Count Benomar, the Spanish Ambassador at 
Berlin, telegraphs that Count von Hatafeldt, 
the German Foreign Minister, declares that the 
German gunboat was ferbidden tb hoist 
the German. flag where the Spanish 
flag floated, and hopes that the incident 
will not interfere with the negotiations 
or cordiality between the two nations, as Ger- 
many would have prevented any occupation of 
the Carolines if it had been possible to com- 
municate with the German cruisers after the 
receipt of the Spanish note ciaimmg the 
islands. 

Count von Hatzfeldt’s statement is con- 
firmed by Count Von Solms-Sonnewalde, the 
German Minister to Spain. 

Admiral Antequera has. been sent to the 
Mediterranean to take command of the fleet, 
which has been increased. All the vessels are 
ready for service. 

The Government has seized and will prose- 
cute the Iberia Correoal Correspondencia and 
Imparcial, Liberal papers; the Progress, Globo, 
and six other Republican papers; and four in- 
dependent journals for publishing articies in- 
citing an agitanon and advocating a rup- 
ture with Germany. The local author 
ties have been ordered to act vigorously 
aud see that all agitation is repressed and the 
ringleaders arrested throughout the country. 
Two hundred and fifty persons have been ar- 
rested in Madrid, but the majority of them 
bavie since been liberated. Many theatres and 
other public institutions have ciosed. 

A semi-offivial note describes the hoistmg of 
the German flag at Yap as preliminary and 
without prejudice to an ultimate agreement 
between Germany and Spain. Prince Bis- 
marck, who is at Varzin, signifies no intention 
of leaving there. The statement that Spain bad 
refused tosubmit the question of ownership 
of the Caroline Islands to arbitration is not 
confirmed, nor is it believed, for the reason 
that such refusal would probably result in 
decisive action by Germany for the retention 
of the islands. War is regarded as entirely 
out of the question. The worst that can hap- 
penin case Spain refuses to apologize is a 
suspension of diplomatic relations. 


BISMARCK DEMANDS RECOMPENSE—A DIG 
AT THE FRENCH. 

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—The Nord Deutsche Zeitung, 
Prince Bismarck's organ, says that the Gor- 
ernment is annoyed over the anti-German 
demonstration at Madrid, but will not judge 
hastily. It adds that inquiries will probably 
show that the riots were due to certain infiu- 
ences. This is a Hardly-veiled dig at the French. 
The Zeitung also says that if Spain does not 
recompense Germany and punish the culprits 
Germany will occupy the Caroline Islands 
forthwith. 
| A TRANQUIL FEELING. 

The feeling here over the Madrid incident is 
one of tranquillity.gNo serious result is feared, 


although it is admitted that there is an element 
ot gravity in Spain’s insistance of prior sover- 
eignty over the Caroline Islands and the un- 
stable position of King Alfonso. 


Count Benomar, the Spanish Minister here, 
has expressed to the Government Spain's re- 
gret at the insults offered to Germany 
by the populace of Madrid, and has 
promised on behalf of his Government 
that the leaders of the mob will be 
punished and that Spain will do her utmost 
to prevent a repetiuon of the insult. This 
statement is regarded as terminating the inci- 
dent. Rumors that have reached here from 
Paris to the effect that Spain haa sent an ulti- 
matum to Germany are not believed. 

SPIRIT OF THE GERMAN PRESS. 

The National Zeitung -thinks that diplomatic 
relations between Germany and Spain will be 
broken off unless Spalt affords satisfaction for 
the Madrid affair.

THE ASIATIC SCOURGE, 


A RECORD IN SPAIN OF 2,147 NEW CASES OF 
CHOLERA AND 779 DEATHS IN ONE DAT 
A SLIGHT ABATEMENT IN FRANCH. 
MADRID, Sept. 6.—Returns from all the in 

fected districts of Spain show that Saturday 

there were reported 2,147 new cases of cholera 
and 779 deaths. 

The doctors, after making an examination 
into the death of a man on the steamer at Car- 
diff, have decided that he. died of Asiatic 
cholera. It is declared that he had drank 
water from a cask which had been filled at Bar- 
celona, and his death occurred quickly after 
drinking it. Among te remainder of the 
crew, who all passed under the doctor’s ingpec- 
tion, no symptoms of cholera were found. ‘The 
steamer has been placed in quarantine, and 
will be thoroughly fumigated. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 5.—Eleven deaths from 
cholera occurred here today. At the Pharo 
Hospital two patients were admitted, five aied, 
four were discharged as cured, and fifty-one 
remain under treatment. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 6.—Ten deaths from chol- 
era have been reported in this city today. 

TOULON, Sept. 6.—Nine persons died of chol- 
era here today. At the hospitals eight patients 
were admitted, 123 remain under treatment. 
The situation bere is improving. In the De- 
partment of Herault five deaths are reported. 

- Rome, Sept. 6.—Only a few cases of cholera 

are reported at Parma. 

Paris, Sept. 6.—M. Allain Targe, the Min- 
ister of tue Interior, has expended $4,000 for 
the benefit of the cholera vietims at Toulon 
and $10,000 at Marseilles.

Today’e Contest Between the Yachts 
Genesta and Puritan Off 
Sandy Hook. : 


The Most Absorbing Interest Mani- 


fested in the Race All Over 


Everything in Readiness and Every body 
Anxiously Awaiting the Result 
| of the Trial, 


New York, Sept. 6.—|Special.]—A veteran 
yachtsman remarked today in the house of the 
New York Yacht Club: “If the wind is light 
tomorrow and the sea lumpy the Genesta will 
win the race.“ There was a chorus of expos- 


tulations, and a score of New York enthusiasts 


crowded around the veteran yachtsman and 


tried to convince him that such a thing as the 


Genesta beating the Puritan was an impossibil- 
ity. Confidence in the sailing abilities of the 
American sloop has steadily increased in the 
last fortnight. This is partly due to the 
steaithy and unsociable manner in which the 
Genesta has been handled and to the failure 
of the Englishmen to back their boat with 
money. Thousands of doilars in ready h 
are offered on the Puritan at odds of $100 to 
$80, $100 to $60, and in one or two instances 
$100 to $50. If the Genesta had not cut 
about two and a halt feet off the topmast last 
week sbe probably would have had to allow 
time to the Puritan. This alteration is re- 
garded as an indication that the Englishmen 
fear the Yankee sloop. 
SHARPENING HER UP. 

The centreboard of the Puritan has been 
sharpened like the olade of an ax and polisbed 
with black lead. This will materially lessen 
its resistance to the water. In the race to- 
morrow the Puritan will be sailed by ber 
**down-East”’ skipper, Aubrey Crocker, who 
steered Dr. Bryant’s sloop Shadow, in her 
victorious conflict with the Scotch cutter 
Madge. Capt. Joe Ellsworth will act as pilot. 
The sloop will be manned by twenty-two able 
seamen. Either Mr. Edward Padeiford or Mr. 
M. Roosevelt Schuyler wil represent the owner 
of the cutter Genesta aboard the Yankee sloop. 
Mr. William Krabs will represent the Puritan 
on board the Genesta. 

Arn PURITAN ALLOWS THIRTY-ONE SEC- 
ON DS. 

‘The Puritan will have to allow the Genesta 
thirty-one seconds. She was officially meas- 
ured today and her sailing length ascertained 
to be 83.85 feet, while the Genesta is only 83.5, 
The friends of the American sloop feel 


no uneasiness on that account, however, - 


for they expected that she would have to allow 
more, and still they feit confident of her ability 
to win. The Puritan was put off the screw 
dock at 4 o'clock this morning when the 
tide was bigh, and as soon as her 
centréboard could {be put in che 
was taken in tow and started for Staten Island. 
She arrived at the American docks at Tomp- 
kins ville about 8 o’clock. The expectation of 


being abie to see her measured attracted a 
crowd of from 500 to 600 persons, who, when 


they found that they could get no further 
than the gates of the docks, made a break for 
Fort Wadsworth to see her go down the bay. 
The horse-car accommodations proved utterly | 
inadequate for the emergency, and hundreds 
of persons who could not get on the cars 
walked down to the fort, filling the 
short road line a holiday procession, 
While the Puritan was bemg measured her 
spare sails, ancbor-stocks, hanging doors, and 
superfluous furniture were put on shore to be 
stored, and at 12:15 o’elock sue east off from 
the dock and set sail for the Horseshoe, where 
she will laie all night to be im readiness for the | 
race in the morning. 
THE GENESTA WEIGHS. 

At 2 o’clock the Genesta weighed anchor off 
Tompkinsville and also set sail for the Horse- 
shoe. Her owner, Sir Richard Sutton. 
and Mr. Braver Webb had gone down 
from the city by the 1 o'clock boat, 
and boarded her immediately on their 
arrival. Fully thirty yachts, sloops, cutters, 
and schooners went through the Narrows with 
the Genesta. Some of them had gone down the 
upper bay from the Atlantic Yacht Club’s an- 
chorage, and the remainder weighed anchor off 
Staten Island simultaneously with the Genesta. 
A light wind came out of the northwest, and 
the yachts on the Staten Island shore were the 
first to catch it. The Genesta was among 
these, and she started off at a good pace, while 
the Puritan stili lay becalmed under Fort La- 
fayette. At last the Puritan caught the breeze, 
too, and then she headed southwest to follow 
the Genesta, which by that time was fully half 
She was carrying some- 
what more sail than the Genesta. She carried 
a No. 2 jib topsail, jib and forestaysali, and 
her club topsail, while the Genesta carried 


a little jib topsail and also towed her little boat. 


The Puritan rapidly overhauled the Genesta 
and soon took the lead of her. The Genesta’s 
skipper may not have had ber sails trimmed to 
make her go, but he acted as if 
he did not relish falling behind, and 
took in his little jib topsail, and set 
his balloon jib topsailin its place. Neverthe- 
less, the Puritan continued to draw away, and 
she reached the Horseshoe nearly two miles 
ahead. Tonight there are fully sixty yachts in 
tne Horseshoe. A member of the New York 
Club, who is well up in the classics, has found 
out that the word Genesta is Latin-for broom. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE YACHTS. 

Great interest is shown by yachtsmen 
throughout this country and England in the 
international yacht race for the America’s 
Cup, which takes place off Sandy Hook today.

FEARS OF A MASSACRE IN CALIFORNIA. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. — Gen. Rosecrans 
says there is no reason for believing that the 
massacre of Chinamen by miners in Wyoming 
‘could lead to serious troubles on the Pacific 
coast, Hugh Mohan, a prominent California 
politician and campaign speaker here, takes a 
contrary view of the situation. He says the 
unemployed laborers of California, who attrib- 
ute tneir lack of employment to the presence of 
the Ciiinamen, need only the slightest excite- 
ment to make an attack upon the Chinese set- 
tlements. 


GENERAL-MANAGER CALLAWAY EXPLAINS. 

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 6.—General-Manager 
Callaway of the Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany was asked this afternoon to make a state- 
ment of the situation at Rock Springs, Evans- 
ton, and other mining-camps on the line of that 
road regarding the existing trouble between 
white men and Chinese miners. Mr. Callaway 
said that notice has been served on Beckwith 
& Quinn, coal-mine contractors at Rock Springs 
and Evanston, to remove all Chinamen from 
Evanston by today, otherwise serious trouble 
would ensue. The United States Government 
has sent troops there, and he assumed that 
order would soon be restored. 

In consequence of the difficulty experi- 
enced,’’ continued Mr. Callaway, “in getting 
reliable American miners in the Ter 
ritories, a contract was made some 
ten years ago. under which a 
certain proportion of Chinamen were engaged.“ 
Both classes, he asserted, are now paid fully 30 
pér cent higher wages than are paid in Eastern 
mines. At Rock Springs, where the massacre 
occurred, the coal company’s returns show 
that during the last month there were em- 
ployed about 500 miners, at Evanston 300, and 
at Carbon 300. All those at Carbon were Amer- 
icans, while at the other two they are divided— 
two-thirds Chinese and one-third Americans. 
Their pay is from 75 cents to $1 per ton mined. 
According to the width ot the veins and the 
difficulties encountered in getting out the coal 
both classes are paid at the same rate, and 
bave been averaging about $3 per day to the 
man for eight hours’ work. 

THE AMERICANS SUPERIOR WORKMEN. . 

The Americans, being more industrious and 
skilful, get out a larger number of tons than 
the Chinamen, and many of them earn over 
$100 per month. This scale has been in force 
mauy years and was supposed to be satisfac- 
tory to the men.

Indications of 9 Prosperity = 


Want of Confidence in West- 
ern Enterprises, 


Olearing-House Returns Show a Marked 
Trade Improvement The Last 
Week Abroad. 


New York, Sept. 6.—[Special.]—The Times’ 
financial article says: The course of the.stock 
market during the last week resembled the 
movement of the previous six days, even to 
the marked weakness in the final hour of trad- 
ing. The previous Saturday it was the an- 
noupcement of the reduction of the dividend 
on preferred stock of Chicago & North- 
western that knocked the pins from under 
stocks; Saturday it was sheer exbaustion from 
long-continued efforts to maintain prices. 
Throughout the week the tendency has been 
to lover figures, but there was 
no very decided break untii just be- 
fore the close of business. Thea 
one of the least substantial securities, 
New Jersey Central, gave way to the pressure 
and within half an hour dropped 3 points, 
carrying the remainder of the list with it. The 
result was all the active stocks closed below 
the figures of the previous week. 

It is admitted that outside of Wall street 
there are many indications that the commer- 
cial interests of the country show signs 
of reviving prosperity. There has been a Jarxe 
demand for dry goods. Buyers have been 
here in considerable numbers from the South 
and the Southwest, and have given encourag- 
mg orders for goods, but tho indications 
from other sections of the couniry 
are not so favorable. The low prices of bread- 
stuffs act as a check to recovery in the North 
and Northwest sections. Notwithstanding the 
cheapness of grain, there is no export demand 
for it. We are now feeling more seriously 
than ever the competition of India. If proof 
of this assertion is needed it is only necessary 
to reter to the quotation of February wheat iu 
Chicago yesterday and compare it with prices 
quoted in London of India February wheat. 
In the former city the American cereal 
was 88. In London the Indian grain 
could be bought at 87. It won't do 
to say that American wheat is of better quality 
than that produced iu the Far East, for while 
that fact is true, the cost of transportation does 
a great deal more than equalize the American 
advantage in quality. There has been sonie 
talk of large exportations about to be made. 
This may prove correct, but if they do take place 
they will not improve the situation. Leg. ti- 
mate exportation cannot be in the fuce of cur- 
rent prices, but it is within the rauge of pos- 
sibilities that certain speculativé individu- 
als may send wheat across water 
for the effect of. the action here. Should 
there be a fictitious export demand prices 
would advance here, and the *¢xporters” 
would take advantage of the occasion to un- 
load their haldings. “These operators bought 
largeix on the recent heavy breakin prices, 
and they are discouraged becauge they 
are unable to lift prices as wer heped to do. 
The only hope seems to be in European com- 
plications, and these would seem to be af hand. 
Of course Germany can whip Spain, but no 
one can tell what complications may arise in 
the event of hostilities. Should Russia and 
England become involved, fér a time at least 
the outlook for dur products would be greatly 
improved.

ALL QUIET AT NEW ORLEANS — AGENTS 
WATCHING EACH OTHER. 

New Or.LEANS, La., Sept. 5.—|Special.}|— 
Thus far all remains quiet among the railroads 
here, the various passenger agents contenting 
themselves with o ly. watching each other to 
detect, if possible, any reduction in the rates. 
Travel out of the city hus been very light dur- 
ing the last week, as was to be expected at this 
season of the year, and applications for tickets 
have been so few that very little inducement 
or opportunity bas been offered to railroad 
companies, even bad they been so disposed, to 
cut the rates out of New Orleans. Besides 
this the watching policy has had the 
effect of keeping the passenger agents 
straight and held them strictly to the agree- 
ments made by the representatives of the va- 
rious competitive railroads. Still another rea- 
son assigned for the apparent lack of interest 
on the part of the agents is the rumor that a 
cut in rates on the part of any of the agents 
will be toilowed by official decapitation. There 
is every indication that an earnest effort is be- 
ing made by the various railroads to pool the 
business out of New Orleans, but there is a 
hitch somewhere, and the statement is made 
that the arrangement could readily be 
effected but for some dissatisfac- 
tion to the proposed terms ou the 
part of the Queen and Crescent line. Tnat there 
will eventually be such an arrangement there 
is but little doubt, ana New Orleans will be the 
first of all the Southern cities where the pas- 
senger traffic will be pooled. In Texas the 
matter has already been arranged dy the Gal- 
veston traffic agreement, which went into ef- 
fect Sept. 1. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 5.—The Executive 
Committee of the Texas Traffic Association ad- 
journed tonight after a two days’ session spent 
in adjustime local rates.

In fact the 
districting of all that portion of the ward be- 


tween Indiana street ana Chicago avenue looks 
like a piece of either very bungling or very 
wicked work, as apparently ail the shoe-string- 
ing could hove been avoided by making the 
precincts extend from north to south. In that 
case neighborhoods would not have been cut 
up, and their service in making fraudulent 
voting difficult would have been in full effect.

FERENT OPINIONS REGARDING IT—THE 
PRISONER TELLS WHAT SHE KNOWS 
ABOUT THE MEDICINE. 

Emporia, Kas., Sept. 5.—[ Special. I—In re- 
gard to the new theory brought forward by 
what is said by Dr. Scott of Kansas City, in 
which that physician stated that Walkup had 
been taking arsenic in liquid and solid form 
for nearly two years for a chronic disease, a 
reporter had various interviews today. Mrs. 
Waikup was called upon in her cell at tne 
court-house, and when asked if she had heard 
the report from Kansas City said: “I have 
had the story repeated to me.“ 

„Do you regard it as plausible?“ 

“Yes,” said she, I do. The story 
tallies very well with circumstances 
which came under my observation.

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CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 6. — Charles Wili- 
jams, a d table negro, shot and instantly 
killed a street-car driver named Polk Mitchell 
this afternoon. An hour before Williams had 
been ejected from the car for entering it in a 
drunken manner, smoking in the presence of 
ladies, and, when asked for bis fare, refusing 
to deposit it. Wilhams éwore he would have 
revenge, and followed tne car. While the 
driver was waiting on a switch Will- 
jams walked up, shot the driver 
three times, and then shot twice at his body in 
the throes of death. A crowd of citizens pur- 


sued bim, and he was captured a mile from 


town and carried to jail. _Mitcheil was recently 
the Assistant Chief of Police, and was very 
popular. 

A mob of determined men, mostly composed 
of factory laborers and railroad men, armed 
with shotguns and all other kinds of 
firearms, about 11 o'clock to 
the county jail, followed by several hun- 
dred and at once began demanding 
admittance to the jail. It soon appeared that 
nothing would deter them, and shooting into 
the crowd by the posse of the Sheriff, would

Tae various labor organizations of the city 
will have a grand demonstration today, pro- 
ceeding after the parade to Ugden’s Grove, 
where local orators will speak. Objection 
was made to Carter Harrison making a 
speech on the ground that he was a political 
hack that had no sympathy for the laboring- 
man, that he would only give them soft talk 
in the hope of winning votes whenever they 
might be needed, but on the plea that the in- 
vitation was extended to him as Mayor of 
Chicago, and that no political significance 
need be attached, a motion to rule out the 
best was defeated. 


SPAIN has sent Germany an ultimatum 
requesting the latter Power to evacuate the 
Carolines. Spain will meanwhile refrain 
from the material oecupation of the islands, 
thus affording a basis for further parleying. 
There have been 184 arrests in Madrid in 


‘| connection with the anti-German demonstra- 


tion in that city. Germany is represented as 
annoyed over the riot, but will not judge 
hastily, and incidentally it is stated that it is 
believed certain influences have been at 
work, this being a hardly-veiled dig at 
France. If Spain refuses Germany recom- 
pense the latter will occupy the Carolines at 
Once. 


A FEW weeks ago the Rev. J. G. Arm- 


strong, rector of St. Philip’s Church at At- 


lanta, Ga., visited Cinciunati, where his ac- 
tions led to scandalous stories which were 
printed at the time, the divine’s resemblance 
to J. Wilkes Booth tending to highten the 
effect of the sensation: His parishioners 
have investigated him and accepted his ex- 
planation that he had taken considerable beer 
aboard—in fact, was partially under its infin- 
ence—and in this condition visited several 
disreputable houses searching for a female 
relative who had gone astray and whom he 
found and sent home. A vote of. confidence 
in Dr. Armstrong was adopted, and peace 
prevails in St. Philip’s. 


THE CAROLINE ISLANDS QUARREL. 

The dispute between Spain and Germany 
over the possession of the Caroline Islands 
will probably prove a tempest in a teapot so 
far as possibilities of war are concerned. 


The Spaniards are a hot, impulsive race, like 


all the Latins, and they will foam and blus- 
ter for a time and then settle down again to 
their mandolins, bull-fights, and cholera. 
Thus far all the bluster has been confined to 
the Spaniards, and so long as they go no fur- 
ther than tearmg down German flags, boycot- 
ting German beer. and sending back German 
decorations, and do not resort to actual per- 
sonal violence against German residents, it is 
not likely that the grim and silent German 
Chancellor will let loose the dogs of war or 
go further than demanding apologies. Chol- 
era-infected Spain does not at present offer 
many charms for an invading army, nor is 
Germany likely to fight it out on the sea with 
an inferior navy. After the Spaniards have 
expended their fury in the air the diplomats 
will probably try their hands at the game, 
and this aspect of the question is of more im- 
mediate interest than the prospects of a war 
which neither nation actually wants. 

The diplomatic phases of the question are 
of more than ordinary interest, as their So- 
lution involves important problems in inter- 
national usage. The Spanish claim to the 
islands rests upon four bases: (1) That in the 
year 1686 a Spanish navigator discovered one 
of this group of islands and named it Caro- 
lina. (2) That the Jesuits of Manila, between 
1710 and 1783, made several attempts to 
Christianize the islands, but finally abandoned 
them when a Spanish priest was murdered 
by the natives. (3) That Pope Alexander VI., 
in his celebrated bull partitioning the New 
World between Spain and Portugal, ‘gave the 
Caroline Islands to Spain. (4) That since the 
discovery of the islands in 1686 no one has 
contested the claim of Spain to them 
as her legitimate property. To these propo- 
sitions the Germans have already made an- 


swer: (1) That the mere discovery of an 


island without proof of actual occupation 
does not constitute a valid claim, which is a 
settled fact in international usage. (2) That 
the series of unsuccessful attempts to evan- 
gelize these islands confers no legal title 
either in written or traditional law, and shows 
of itself that they were not occupied. 


} (3) That Pope Alexander V1. died before the 


Caroline Islands were discovered, and 
his partition of the New World has no bin 
ing foree, for if ithad there would be no 
colonies except Spanish and Portuguese.

Times takes an original view of the situation 
and intimates that the German seizure of the 
Island is a mere ruse, prelude to some 
other political action less appareut, and the 
explanation of which may turn up at any 
moment, and that the so-called takmg pos- 
session of the Caroline Islands will be aban- 
doned for some concession elsewhere the 
consequence of that abandonment. One of 
the strongest proofs that the situation is not 
considered warlike in Europe is the failure 
of the quarrel to affect prices in the markets. 
The financiers are watching the progress of 
events with but very little emotion. Even a 
revolution in Spain, which seems more likely 


than war, would only have the effect to 


weaken Spanish securities, which are held 
mainly in France, It is notable in this di- 
rection that the encouragement held out to 
the Spaniards from France comes from the 
Revolutionists who mobbed Alfonso during 


his visit to Paris last year and who would 


like to see his Government overturned. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

One of the most important industries of 
Wall street is the manufacture of public opin- 
ion. No politician is more cunning in ma- 
nipulating the minds of his constituents than 
some of the professional stock speculators, 
and to no politician is the support of his fol- 
lowers more essential than is the help of the 
dear public to the stock jobber. From time 
to time special efforts are made by the in- 
siders” in Wall street to give direction te 
the thinking of the people in regard to the 
market. The country is flooded with reports 
of improvement in business, such and such 
securities are named as sure to go up, and in 
every way the natural tendency of Americans 
to take a cheerful view of things is nursed. 
The public are brought in, stocks .are sold 
out on them, and the speculator gets on the 
other side of the market. Presently the tel- 
egraph instrument begins to click, and the 
operator hears a bear scratching at the other 
end of the wire. Of course the insider does 
not always succeed in his plans, but every- 
body who has given any attention to affairs 
in Wall street knows that this is the regular 
game, | 
* After the few people who knew of the 
negotiations in regard to the West Shore and 
South Pennsylvania Roads had loaded: up 
they gave the news to the outsiders, and the 
New York Central and West Shore securities 
were carried up beyond all reason in the ex- 
citement they took so much pains to stimu- 
late. It was about the same time that the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul hippodrome 
performance came off. If the affairs of that 
company are in as good condition as is repre- 
sented by persons familiar with them, there 
was nothing so very remarkable in the rise, 
but it was very amusing to see the sudden- 
ness with which certain well-known opera- 
tors were converted from the bear to the bull 
side when they saw that the manipulation 
was to be for higher prices. We are now 
told that a large bear combination has just 
been formed in New York. The probabilities 
are that it was formed some time ago, and 
that it has only now come to the knowledge 
of the outsiders. If these bears have their 
machinery in working order we shall soon 
learn from a lot of New York dispatches that 
this great.country is not so much of an affair 
after all and that stocks are altogether too 
high. 

This sort of thing is well enough for peo- 
ple who want to gamble in stocks, but it is 
not business. The tide of traffic is moving 
on independently of the ups and downs of 
the stock market, and it is a rising tide. The 
New York vank statement of last Saturday is 
a valuable contribution to the evidence on the 
subject. There was an increase of over 
$4,700,000 in the loans, and the fact that the 
deposits fell off shows that the funds loaned 
were not left in bank in the form of a de- 
posit. There has been a decrease of nearly 
813,000. 000 in the surplus reserve sinee the 
ist of August. One could not have asked for 
a better record. Thata great deal of this 
money has been used in legitimate business 
is the testimony-of leading traders and man- 
ufacturers all over the country They 
no longer say that trade is going to 
improye, but that it has improved. The 
textile mills at the East seem to be making 
both ends meet, which for a year or two past 
they have not been able to do. Some of the 
woolen mills are too busy to accept further 
orders for immediate execution, and the 
transactions in wool are larger than ever 
before. There has been more doubt as to 
any actual gain in the iron trade than in any 
other, but that doubt seems to be fully set 
at rest. The proposed resumption of work 
|» by the Union Steel Company of this city, 
which will employ 2,500 men, is highly sig- 
nificant. James M. Swank, the best statis- 
tical authority on the subject, while admit- 
ting that there is not an equal gain in all 
branches of the trade, says under date of 
Sept. 3:

Hoadly began his speech at Hamilton by 


rehuking Judge Foraker and Senator Sher- 
man for ‘‘ stirring the dying embers of sec- 
tonal strife.” This is the hackneyed reply 
which the Democratic party makes to the 
showing of political usurpation and fraud in 
the South. Neither Hoadly nor any other 
Democratic pettifogger attempts to deny that 
the suppression of the eolored vote in the 
South is the basis of Democratic success, and 
that its practical operation is to give an ex- 
Rebel two votes where a loyal man in the 
North has one. Complaint is made not only 
in regard to the political outrages perpetrated 
on the negroes but of the partial disfranchise- 
ment of Northern men, which is the result 
of the Democratic methods in vogue in the 
South. Suppressing the colored vote and 
holding a full quota of representation in 
Congress and in the Electoral College, the 
ballot of the Southern Rebel is made equal 
to that of two Northern men. Do the Hoad- 
lys think the people of the North so craven 
that they will submit without pretest to this 
usurpation and be silenced by chatter about 
“stirring the embers of sectional strife”? 
Gov. Hoadly cannot gloss this matter over 
with smooth words, and he will find the peo- 
ple of the North are not yet so white-livered 
that they will consent to partial disfranchise- 
ment at the hands of the ex-Rebels of the 


South. His miserable attempt to hide and 


excuse a grave political outrage deserves the 
contempt of candid men. Hoadly may live 
long enough to learn that Democratic ascend- 
ency cannot be established permanently in 
this country on the basis of political usurpa- 
tion and the disfranchisement of white men 
as well as black. 

After eulogizing the virtues of good wine 
with rather warm enthusiasm, Gov. Hoadly 
makes the following statement as to the posi- 
tion of the Ohio Democrats on the liquor 
question:

sanction and protection of law, subject to con- | 


ditions requiring the venders engaged in this 
traffic to bebave themselves, to keep decent 
houses, and to keep them in proper neighbor- 
hoods, and we propose to charge the trafiic a 
fee for the privilege of carrying on the same, 
graded in proportion to the amount of business 
done, as a compensation for the burdens and 
injuries of its abuse. 


Apparently this might be thought to refer 
to a well-regulated license system, but Headly 
knows perfectly weil that the Democrats of 
Ohio intend nothing of the kind. His state- 
ment of the Democratic position is a false 
pretense, and the plan adopted is intended to 
lead to results just the opposit of those 
Hoadly professes to have at heart. Every 
intelligent man in Ohio knows that if a 
license system was submitted to the people 
of the State it would be defeated by an over- 
whelming vote. Time and time again such 
propositions have been voted down. At 
the last election where the question was 


submitted the majority against license 


was 522,824. The saloonkeepers, brew- 
ers, distillers, liquor-dealers, and drink- 
ers of Ohio vote solidly against 
license, and as they are joined by the mass of 
the coercive teetotalists the proposition is al- 
ways defeated by immense majorities. The 
combination of Democrats, liquor-dealers, 
drinkers, and Prohibitionists can defeat 
license every time. So that in favoring a 
proposition which will certainly be defeated 
if it is ever submitted to a popular vote 
Hoadly simply takes the course necessary to 
continue the rule of free whisky, Every 
grog vender in Ohio will indorse his position. 
The whiskyites ask nothing better than to 
have all measures of taxation abandoned 
while they are able to unite with the Prohi- 
bitionists and defeat license measures every 
time they are submitted. Hoadly proposes 
to continue setting up straw measures to be 
knocked down by the fusion of whiskyites 
and Prohibitionists. Meantime the rule of 
free whisky will continue. The Republic- 
ans, on the other hand, propose to put a tax 
on the liquor traffic at once, and thus employ 
the only means of regulation now possible. 
Hoadly’s special plea and pretended advo- 
cacy of license regulation will not serve to 
confuse the situation. The Democratic posi- 
tion as stated by him amounts to nothing but 
a false pretense. 


THE ENGLISH LIBERAL SPLIT. 

Mr. Gladstone alone.can prevent a split in 
the English Liberal party.. He is the only 
man who can unite the discordant elements 
of which it consists and lead them to victory 
at the polls in November. The party which 
went into office in 1880 by the verdict of an 
overwhelming popular majority and a Par- 
liamentary majority of 100 is split into go- 
teries and rings, The only availdble man of 
political ability after Mr. Gladstone that the 
Liberals have is Joseph Chamberlain. He 
talks too much truth and proposes measures 
much too honest to be accepted as a leader 
by the ring of Whig landlords and money- 
lenders controlied by Mr. Goschen, the Duke 
of Argyll, and the Marquis of Hartington. 
Hence he is assailed by the Whig press, owned 
and controlled by this ring. Goschen is 
a banker, who made millions ot dollars out 
of Egyptian bonds; the Duke of Argyll is 
the most extortionate landlord of Scotland, 
and Hartington is heir to the Devonshire es- 
tates in England, Scotland, and Ireland, 
These men have remained in the Liberal 
party to protect their interests. Cham- 
berlain thfeatens them, and they have de- 
clared war on him. They dengunge him as 
a Communist and a confiscator, and they ap- 
peal to the Philistine spirit of the English 
middle classes to support them in their war- 
fare. 

It Mr. Gladstone retires to private life 
Chamberlain is the only possible Liberal 
leader, and the interested Whigs, led by the 
three persons above named, will cut loose 
from the party. Mr, Forster, who will never 
forgive Mr. Chamberlain for his (Forster’s) 
dismissal from the Irish Secretaryship, will 
aid the seceders. 

Labouchére, the keenest political observer 
in England, has long foretold this rumpus.

struck off the rival aristocrat very neatly by 


telling him that he was at heart a Tory. 

The English Tories have been sighing for 
five years for a Beaconsfield to lead them. 
The Liberals are now hoping against hope 
that Gladstone will lead them. The ‘Tories 
in the meantime have found a gnod substi- 
tute for Beaconsfield in Churchill. Will 
Chamberiain be the new Gladstone of the 
new Liberal party ? 


ENEMIES OF TEMPERANCE REFORM. 
The Rev. R. H. Leonard of Cincinnati ap- 
pears to be a man of sound sense, and de- 
clares himselt greatly vexed by being mis- 
taken for the Prohibition fanatic of the same 
name who is running for Governor of Ohio. 
The sensible Leonard says the temperance 
cause in Ohio has been set back fifty years by 
the labors of such men as his fanatical name- 
sake, and that more ground has been lost 
than fifty such men as Dr. Leonard can re- 
gain in fifty years.” This is a pretty strong 
statement, but the facts all support it. Since 
the rise of the political Prohibitionists in 
Ohio the temperance societies and all organi- 
zations acting in the direction of voluntary 
reform have been greatly weakened. The 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
has been split in two and its influence largely 
destroyed; Good Templars’ lodges and blue- 
ribbon societies have been broken up, and 
even in the churches there is a growing dis- 
position to give up the field to the coercive 
teetotalers who propose to make constables 
and policemen the chief agents of reform. 
The same effects are noticed in other 
States where the fanatics are dragging the 
question of temperance into politics. The 
Murphys and the Drews are unable to ac- 
complish much in a field that is taken up by 
the Leonards and the Saint Johnnies. In 
Wisconsin, where the organization of Good 
Templars has been committed to the policy 
of political prohibition, it was found at the 
meeting of the Grand Lodge the other day 
that there was a loss of membership during 
the year of 1,187 and that fifty-five lodges 
had surrendered their charters. It must be 
discouraging to every sincere friend of tem- 


perance reform to see the powerful order of 


Good Templars losing strength in this way. 
The same state of affairs is to be noticed 
wherever prohibition has been made a polit- 
ical matter in the attempt to force it on un- 
willing communities. The blue-ribbon clubs 
that were established by the thousand in 
Iowa a few years ago have nearly all disap- 
peared, and it is said that less than à half- 
dozen are now in existence. Under the lead 
of John W. Drew the blue-ribbon movement 
met with extraordinary success in that State, 
but since the political Prohibitionists got 
control the clubs have been dying out and 
there are now few of them left. The Mus- 
catine Journal, a strong prohibition paper, 
gives the following statement of the results 
that have followed dragging the question 
into politics and making it a partisan matter: 

The chief difficulty here is that the Democratic 
leaders are encouraging the violation of the law 
so as to make political capital for their party. 
The, have taken ground ih favor of the repeal 
of the law, and the chief and about the only ar- 
gument they use is that the law cannot be en- 
forced. Hence they magnify and encourage 
if not actually connive at and aid in its viola-. 
tion. This is shown by the fact that the law is 
most disregarded in the Democratic counties. 
Democratic officials not only refuse to perform 
their sworn duty under the law, but in some 
instances themselves violate it. In this di 
trict the Democratic Judge and District Atto“ 

ey are notoriously in collusion with the law- 
reakers. 

Where temperance reform is thus made a 
matter of party squabble there is little op- 
portunity left for the advocates of voluntary 
reform. Some of the Southern States pre- 
sent a stgiking contrast to this state of af- 
In Georgia, for instance, the temper- 
ance societies are becoming stromer con- 
stantly, and the Good Templars’ organization 
in particular is.growing rapidly. In Georgia 
these societies favor local option and oppose 
every attempt to torce prohibition on unwill- 
ing communities. Hence there is no party 
arrayed against them, and they stand in no 
danger of being crushed in the contentions of 
partisan politics. The contrast is very strik- 


ing and points its own moral. 


WHEAT AT THIRTY SHILLINGS. 

No. 2 spring wheat was bought in this mar- 
ket last Saturday for export and sold by cable 
to Liverpool at 30 shillings and 6 pence per 
quarter of eightbushels. As our market sub- 
sequently touched a price & cent below that 
at which the above noted purchase was made, 
it was possible at one time to buy wheat at a 
figure that would have permitted its sale to 
Liverpool at 30 shillings per quarter by drop-

That reduced sum-is equal to 
90 cents per bushel in England (as it includes 
cost, freight, and insurance), instead of the 
dollar per bushel which many people claim is 
a fair price for wheat in Chicago.

War to the men who brought it in here by 
team from farms a ſew miles distant; and 
the amount of labor required to produce it is 
less now than it was then, thanks to the in- 
troduction of labor-saving machinery in agri- 
cultural operations. The grower makes 
more money, except as he may pay more 
for the interest on the greater value 
of his farm, andis able to pay better wages 
to his help, while both can obtain a greater 
amount of comfort by the expenditure ot the 
cash than was possible then, because the in- 
troduction of machinery has cheapened the 
cost of producing most of the things which 
are essential to his comfort. But how great 
is the benefit to the consumer of that part of 
the surplus which goes to Europe! He can 
bliy three pounds of bread for the same price 
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that he had to pay for two pounds in an ay- 


erage year up to a very recent date, and for 
one pound in times of scarcity that are well 
remembered by many now living. That 30 
shillings per quarter is reported to be the 
lowest price known in more than a century, 


and yet the price here at which the order was 


filled is 10 per cent above that which was 

paid for the same grade of wheat in this mar. 
ket last December. At the price here of nine 
months ago and present freight rates the En- 
glish consumer would obtain his loaf at but lit- 
tle more than half the average price of all the 
time that has elapsed since the year 1780, 
while if he be a day-worker his . wages are 
fully a third above the average for the same 
period. 

So much, or nearly so much, for the de- 
moralization in freight rates. Not all but a 
very large part of the tremendous difference 
here stated is due to that fact—which is re- 
garded by so many as an unmitigated evil, 
and by very few as a blessing to any. The 
paralleling of railroads, which in some cases 
has passed the limits of absurdity, and the 
building of ships far in excess of the appar- 
ent requirements of the carrying trade may 
have operated disastrously to the capitalist, 
and even to the disadvantage of some of 
those whe earn their bread by the sweat of 
their brows; but it has been of immense ad- 
vantage to the toiling masses, in this country 
as well as in the Old World. It has not yet 


filled the mouths of all who are hungry, but 


it has placed a sufficiency of healthful food 
within the reach of many millions who other- 
wise would not have had enough to eat; and 
in that réspect has been a of such 
magnitude that its value can 8 y be oyer- 
estimated.

Sir Henry D. Wolff, the British Envoy at 
Constantinople, has asked the Sultan to age his 
influence to establish a firm government in 
Egypt, and thus enable Engiand to withdraw 
her troops from that country.

TO SETTLE THE EGYPTIAN AFFAIR.

No idea exists of 
forming any Anglo-Turkish alliance, although 
the late Government undoubtedly sounded 
Turkey upon that subject during the 
recent crisis in Afghan affairs. The Con- 
servative Government has no thought of 
changing Tewfik. The posssibility of 
Ismail’s restoration or of Hamu's accession 
to the Khedivate was entertained only by Giad- 
stone. Sir Henry cannot say, however, what 
would take place should the Sultan bimselit ro- 
move ‘hewfik. The Imperial Commissioners 
held their first meeting Thursday, but the busi- 
ness was entirely preliminary. 

BRITISH NEWS. 

It is reported that Sir Francis Hart, British 
Ambassador to China, is very actively engaged 
in endeavoring to induce. the Pekin Govern- 
ment to so execute the provisions of the Anglo- 
Chinese commercial understanding recently 
reached between the two nations as to give En- 
glisb firms preference in the work of construct- 
ing the various railways and other internal im- 
provements decided on, and for the construc- 
tion of which the Germans bave recently been 
making such strong overtures. 

Thirty soldiers belonging to a * regi- 
ment today made an assault upon a dozen ar- 
tillerymen in a village near Piymouth.

KASSALA’S GARRISON STILL HOLDS OUT. 

Information has been received at Cairo that 
hostilities have been suspended at Kassala. 
The garrison still dolds its arms and retains 
possession of the town, which is fed by iriend- 
ly Halinkas. 

Persistent reports reach Paris that Italy is 
quietly preparing to occupy Tripoli. A Rome 
dispatch published in Le Temps today states 
that there is a great concentration of troops at 
the various Italian ports and a gathering of 
vessels generally used as transports. Another 
wilder rumor is to tbe effect that italy bas 
promised to facilitate the transport of Germans 
to Spain or Morocco in the event of war be- 
tween Germany and Spain. If troopsare being 
concentrated at Italian ports they are probably 
destined to reinforce the Italian garrisun at 
Massowah, and will be used in the expedition 
under Gen. Palloux, which, it is reported, will! 
leave Keren the latter part of this month and 
begin an advance for the relief of the garrison 
at Kassala early in October. 

Letters from Egypt make it plain that the 
commission which made the indemnity awards 
which were paid out of the Egyptian loan was 
a farce and fraud of the worst Kind. The com- 
mission, it is charged, ratified claims for thou- 
sands of francs which were worth no more than 
the same number of centimes. In many 
cases after giving certificates for! claims the 
commission was forced by evidence of fraud 
to canoel the awards, but in many others where 
the fraud was equally great the payments 
were made corrupily. It is positively stated 
that a majority of the claims paid have gone 
into the pockets of the members of un organ- 
ized gang of financiers.

SOME INSTANCES OF HEBREWS ENNOBLED 
BEFORE THE PRESENT CENTURY. 

London St. James Gazette: It will de news to 
many people that the recent creations of Jew- 
ish Peerages in this country, in Hunwary, in 
Italy, do not constitute a new departure in 
European bistory. While it is to be hoped that 
they mark the permanent disappearance of 
sharp lines of division between the various 
sects which make up the population of West- 
ern Europe, it need not be forgotten that in 
preceding ages the short truces of religious con- 
flict were marked by similar creations.

A CHICAGO MERCHANT'S OBSERVATIONS ON THE 
GREEN ISLE. | 

Mr. Owen Murray,» a well-known “merchant 
of Chicago, returned here Friday evening after 
a visit to tis bome in Monagban, Ireland. 
Murray spent most of his time in Ulster, and 


| expresses hiniself greatly interested in the 


change which has taken place in that province.

„I could not fully understand the change at 


first,” he said to a TkrscNe reporter. Men 
who I thought would never join the popular 
movement, 1 found to be leaders. Mr. Parneil 
and Mr. Healy share between them the admira- 
tion of Ulstermen. Mr. Healy, you know, repre- 
sents my native county; he is the embodiment 
of Land-League principles; be has done more 
for-the Ulster tenants than any man now liv- 
ing. The Northern farmers fairly worship 
‘Tim’ Healy. They at the same time admire 
Parnell as a leader. I had not a chance to 
meet either Mr. Healy or Mr. Parnell. They 
were in London when I was in Dublin, and 1 
was in a hurry. 

“Talking with the Northern farmers,” said 
Mr. Murray, **I found them much - disheart- 
ened. They said to me: * America is ruining 
us.” 

Mr. Murray suggested that if they owned 
their farms they could compete with America. 
The reply was: ‘*Then we won't pay no 
rent.“ ‘ 


Mr. Murray made inquiries abour the com- 
position of the Land League. The impres- 
sion,” he says, prevalls in this country that 
none but Catholics are members of the League 
in Ulster. This is a mistake. The Orangeman 
who was my father’s bailiff when I left Ireland 
is now a fuil-fledged Parnellite. I met the 
agent of a neighboring estate. He said to me, 
*We will either have no landlords or no ten- 
ants in Ireland, if this Americau competition 
goes on.’ He will yet. be a peasant proprietor, 
probably.“ f : 

How goes it with Parnell in Ulster?“ 

“Purnell is the ideal of the Irisb peasant 
and of the Irish merchant into the bargain. 
All the humble people have prospered under 
‘Parnell’s rule —he rules Ireland. He is 
more potent than a thousand Viceroys. Ulster, 
which has been heretofore opposed to him, 
wilt elect twenty out of thirty-three members 
to support him in the British Commons. Par- 
nell is master of the situation,’ as ‘THE TRIB- 
une has frequently said. 

‘*T met Mr. William O’Brien of United Ire- 
land in Dublin.“ said Mr. Murray. 
confident that the Parneilites will elect eiguty- 
seven men from Ireland at the general elec 
tion, and two, if hot four, in Great Britain. 
He hopes that Irish-Americans will forget their 
late political differences and unite in favor of 
their native land. 

Mr. Murray says the barvest in Ireiand prom- 
ises to be abundant.

She 
possesses great wealth, which has been devel- 
oped by industry alone, and she nas been fort- 
unate in having none of the natral wealth of 
Peru, as represented by guano and nitrate de- 
posits, which latter have been the means of 
Peru’s present contentions. Chili is sufficiently 
removed from the tropics to give ber men ro- 
bust constitutions without the enérvation of 
tropical life; her people are cultured to a 
high degree and possess attributes of churacter 
belonging only to the highest type of civiliza- 
tion. The Government is one of the purest in 
the world, peculation, dishoresty, or bribery In 
office being ‘entirely unknown. Contentment 
reigns among the commonest people, and the 
patriotism of rich and poor alike was most re- 
markably exemplified during the late war 
against Peru and Bolivia.” 
„Have you seen the articles in several news- 
papers to the etfect that Chili was hostile to the 
United States?“ 


* Yes, and also the intimations of some that 


she needed a good thrashing. There is no 
truth in these statements, and knowing as I do 
the motives prompting their diffusion I am well 
satisfied that personal agencies are at work 
which our Government cannot look after and 
restrain too soon. The Chillan people have the 
most cordial bad feeling for arms and there 
is no country they desire to be on better terms 
with than the United States. When I pre- 
sented my letter of recall to President Santa 
Maria in public audience June 16, replying to 
my parting address the President used the 
warmest terms of expression toward my coun- 
try as well as myself personally. When my 
successor, Mr. Roberts, presented his letter of 
credence the President emphasizea the declara- 
tion of good will for this country. and when I 
left the National University conterred upon 
me the honorary degree LL. D., being the first 
time it was ever conferred upon a foreigner. 
I know the animus of these attacks upon the 
Chilians very well, and I shall take pains to 
advise the Administration of it. Mauy of the 
writers of the articles referred to may be quite 
ignorant of the source from which these insin- 
nations come or are being used to manufacture 
a public sentiment for the subserving of pri- 
vate interests. For a nation of 2,500,000 peo 
ple Chili is probably the strongest naval Power 
in existence. and while her ships could, with- 
out much effort, sink the whole United States 
navy, it has never entertained such an absurd 
idea as going to war with us. 

Lou were there when the American Com- 
merciai Commission reached Chili?’’ 
„Tes. and procured its member—only one 
member came down there, Judge Thatcher of 
Kansas—an audience with the President. be- 
sides doing everything in my power to forwara 
the objects of the mission. This mission, how- 
ever, bad no usefulness other than to collect 
the same information which has been on file 
in the State Department for a long time. 
There is nothing which any commission might 
do to bring us the trade of countries where the 
natural conditions of trade are lacking.

times are good our merchants and manufact- 


urers don’t want the trade of South America 
and will not take the most essential preliminary 
measures to secure it; when times are bad 
there is.a great rush and clamor to build up 
our trade with Spanish America.“ 

“What are the real reasons, or what are 
some of them, for the fact that we have no 
South American trade? 

Thore are a number ot factors underlying 
the question of trade with those countries, 
some of which are susceptible of sticcessful 
mastery and some are not. The main condi- 
tion of trade the one our people seem 80 slow 
to comprehend—rests upon a fundamentai law 
of reciprocal exchange. Take, for instance, 
the case of Chili. Her exports are substantial- 
ly copper, silver, and wheat. The United 
States not only does not want these 
articles but she is Chili's competitor for 
their sale in European markets. The present 
depression in Chill is due to the low prices of 
these articles in Europe, produced by the 


-enormous output of the same by the United 


States. Hence we buy comparatively nothing 
of Chili, and she, of necessity, sends her 
products to Europe. It is almost impossible to 
buy a bill of exchange on New York in Val- 
paraiso. If one wishes to remit to New York 
38 buy an English, French, or German 

** Does Chili buy anything of us:!“ 

Tes; and that furnishes tho instance of 
variation just spoken of. Sue buys ot us a 
class of goods which, by reason of their ex- 
cellence, cheapness, or exclusiveness, hold the 
market against the natural law of trade. These 
furnish the exception, however, and no de- 
vice of steamship lines, subsidies, special 
treaties of commerce, or anything else 
can curry international trade where it does not 
legitimately belong. We buy less than one- 
fitth of the coffee production of Central Amer- 
ica and Brazil, and although Central America 
is at our very doors we do not send more than 
one-fifth of its imports from the United States. 
We buy some of Brazil's coffee and get some of 
her trade in return, but not enough to main- 
tain an adequate steamship line. We buy 
largely of the Argentine Republic in the matter 
of nides, etc., and send many of our goods 
there. But we can't expect Spanish Amer:ca 


| to make its money in Europe and spend it in 


the United States.” 

Did you see the letter in Tae TrispuNeE from 
the New York Sun written from the Straits of 
Magellan inveichm against Chili and the Ar- 
gentine Republic because of the wiping out of 
Patagonia?’ 

„ did, and was much amused byit. Three 
hundred and fifty years ago the Spaniards took 
the South American oontineat from the natives 
just as the Powers took the several portions of 
North America. They held by identical titles. 
In those early days exact geographical division 
of such a vast exteut of territory, unexplored 
in detail at that time, was quite impossible. All 
of the Spanish-American States have had fierce 
boundary disputes in the modern day. Guate- 
mala and Mexico, Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
Peru and Ecuador, Brazil and the Argentine 
Republic, Brazil and Paraguay, and Chili and 
the Argentine Republic are familiar examples. 
The dispute between the two latter bas been of 
long standing, and they have been on the verge 
of war two or three times. In 1878 
the dispute was amicably settled through the 
mediation of Thomas A. Osborne of Kansas, 
and Thomas O. Osborn of Illinois, at that time 
Ministers to Chili and the Argentine Republic, 
respectively. A fixed line was run between 
the States, and the latter are now friends. As 
to the wail concerning the poor Patagonian 
and the destruction of savage life by Gen. 
Roca, it was a fine exhibition of repertorial 
imagination and ingenuity. The Indians of 
Patagonia, so far as anything is known of 
them, are cannibals and they y possess Patago- 
nia as beretofore, by the right of occupancy. 
If Chili and the Argentine Republic’ have in- 
vaded Patagonia it doesn't become any citizen 
of the United States to make a fuss about it.’’

Boston Letter to New York Post: ‘Saxe 
Holm’s”’ identity with, Mrs. Helen Hunt Jack- 
son I supposed to be conceded in ali well- 
informed circles beyond need of future men- 
tion, until a few newspapers have recently 
spoken of the authorship of the Saxe Holm 
papers as a mystery and as a well-kept seoret.

Her 
object in taking a different signature seems to 
have been to test the publictaste. She knew 
that Saxe Holm articles would be praised, 
but she wished to learn whether the public 
would be equally discriminating in regard to 
her writings over an unknown siguature.

THE TOWN WHERE THEY ARE MADE TO 
BE REACHED BY A RAILROAD. 

A correspondent writes from Champagnole, 
Jura, France, under date 13th inst.: One of 
the most beautiful regions in the worid is about 
to be disfigured by a railway. Readers of Mr. 
Ruskin will remember his exquisit description 
of Champagnole eight years ago. Having 
that passage of Ruskin in my mind I 
journeyed hither, and by private con- 
veyance and ‘the post’ made my 
way right through the heart of the Jura. 
That wonderful journey I shall never forget, 
but, alas! future tourists in these regions of 
pine forest, romantic gorges, water alis, and 
crystal rivers tumbling over rocky beds,’ will 
undergo cruel disenchantment. A railway 
that will gertainly be a triumph of engineering 
skill is being constructed trom Champagnole 
to Morez, the line to be continued to St. Cioud 
and La Ciuse (Nantua). Thousands of Pied- 
montese and Italians are at work, and the 
solitudes of the pine forest are now broken 
from one end of the Jura to the other. The 
necessity for such a railway was very 
great, in consequence of the valu- 
abie products and industries of this part 
of France, up to the present time sadly ham- 
pered by slow and costly means of transport. 
Marble, cheese, butter are among the exports 
of the Jura, as well as some of the most 
curious and interesting manufactures in the 
world. At the wonderfully-situated little town 
of Morez are. manufactured spectacies to fit: 
the noses of the various nations seattered over 
the earth, one kind being made for the Euglish, 
another for the home market, and so on, each 
nhationality having its different nose and 
spectacies adapted thereto. Such enterprises

Mr. Fox was held in $1,000 
bail, which was furnished by James Irwin, but 
yesterday Fox was surreadered to the sheriff 
his bondsman. The. slander suit grew 
out of a debt of Fox to Roland, 
which the former, it is alleged, tried to repay 
in personal abuse. In May last Fox became 
the Manager of Fox's People’s Theatre—a 
variety dive—the last and lowest of his many 
theatrical enterprises in this chy. Before his 
departure for Chicago, five years ago, he 
bought fog $135,000 the puliding and site of 
what is now the most fashionable theatre in 
Philadelphia — the Chestnut Street Opera- 
House. He became involved in lawsuits witn 
actresses, and was compelled to sell the 
property at half its value.

The Oorner-Stone of St. Pius’ Catholic 
Church Laid—Other Religious 


Services. 


© An audience which filled the Chicago Opera- 
House in every part greeted the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas yesterday morning. The subject of 
his sermon was the religion which must be 
taught to be acceptable to the present and the 
future: ö 

This was the sixth anniversary bf the church, 
Said the preacher, and the first service which 
had been held in this place, and he was con- 
strained to say that he and his congregation 
did not leave Hooley’s Theatre, where they had 
been so long domiciled that they felt very 
much at home, without experiencing more or 


less regret. They had been treated very kindly 


there and had felt that it was somewhat of a 
home to them. In this new temple, however, 
there was more room than in the old piace and 
more could be accommodated. ; 

It was pleasing to note in this age of advan- 
cing civilization this idea of reciprocal pleasing. 
In uo other age had society been so good as 
now. and no other time had been when men 
could do so much good as now and receive so 
much at the hands of their fellowmen. We 
saw progress around us everywhere, and while 
the pertect had not been reached we were 


hearer to it than we ever had been betore. The 


professions were further advanced now than 
ever; legislauon was endeavoring to do more 


than ever before for the peopie: authors were 
writing abie books and readers were demanding 
a higher class of intellectual food; art was ap- 
pealing more closely to our esthetic sense, in 
fact, we were living a better and a higher life 
than before, and our childhood was past. A 
child was more pleased with a toy 
than with reality, but we i were no 
longer children. The. world was no longer 
conducted on the plan of appealing to the out- 
ward or more gross senses. We no longer re- 
quired to be amused by the pageantry which 
was formerly deemed necessary; the ruling and 
controlling forces were not gross, sensual, or 
passionate. OT 

As to our religion, we were now experien- 
cing a higher sense of pieasure and satistac- 
tion in that. We had that in us which prompts 
us to desire the best within us to come out: 
we had a greater desire to do good than we 
ever had had before; we had a greater inspira- 
tion to lead us on; and we could feel that we 
were on a higher plane than formerly. 

But still we must acknowledge that the 
teachings of those who have set themselves up 
as instructors and were recognized as such 
have not been entirely satisfactory. There 
was nothing in the world which had caused so 
much interest in millions of human breasts and 
hearts as religion. There were millions who 
were not satisfied with the teachings they re- 
ceive, and could not reconcile the theory of 
the old theology with their sense ot, right and 
justice. They could not reconcile themselves 
to the theory of endless punishment and other 
similar things taught, and the only way for 
men to do was to expunge from their minds 
those things which were not true and had no 
truth in them. If men would do this they 
would rid themselves of much unnecessary 
torture. Man was not a mistake: he was not 
made in vain; and it was equally true that he 
could not now and never could give up ideas 
of religion. There wasafaith in man which 
ever looked toward the morning, and he always 
had a faith that some time the clouds would 
break away and the sun come forth in all his 
giory. Man had al held to re 
ligion in spite 0 the unrest it 
had engendered, and millions had 
found peace by means of it. Religion 
in the t age asked for a clearer state- 
ment than ever before. This was an of 
liberty, and religion was knocking at 
the door of honest hearts. But religion had 


not made the progress in this age that other 


things had. Religion should lead, and not fo 
low and be a supplicant; it should rule the 
world. If the pulpit bad any place in the 
world it should have a great piace. Preachers 
should not appeal to the imagination nor in- 
vent religion, but should stand with illumined 
mind and sanctified heart and prociaim and 
expound the truth. He should be just to infidel- 
ity where infidelity had been right in denying: 
just to science where science bad made true 
discoveries. Preachers to be true must ac- 
knowledge that religion was progressive; that 
all the truths of the Bible had not been dis- 
covered and taught; that what satisfied the 
worid centuries ago was not satisfactory now; 
that man was more enlightened than ever be- 
fore, ana that he had a better and a more com- 
prehensive idea of God than he had 500 years 
azo. Man was in nis cradie ten centuries ago; 
reason, conscience, benevolence, conception— 
everything—had grown since then. 

sion was the great order of the day. Religion 
must be reasonable. Reason might not be able 
to demonstrute the existence of a God and im- 
mortality, but true religion would always have 
the support of reasoning minds. The religion 
which would satisfy the future must satisfy 
the moral nature of man. 

THE REV. S. J. M’PHERSON. 

The Rev. Dr. 8. J. McPherson occupied the 
puipit of the Second Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday mori ins after an absence of nearly five 
mouths. He looked strong and hearty, and 
gave every indication that he had derived re- 
newed fitness for work from his prolonged va- 
cation. 

After the preliminary devotional exercises 
Dr. McPherson in a few well-chosen sentences 
acknowledged the great patience and kindness 
that had been extended to himself and family 
by the gation during the last summer. 
He had left the city to fina health, and by strict 
adherence to the conditions imposed on him by 
his physicians that end had been attained, He 
had only preached once since he left them, and 
bad learned how much harder work it was to do 
nothing at all than eveh to be overworked.

The 
old Athenian looked upon the Bœotian peas- 
ant as the symbol of dull stupidity. Even in 
Sparta, where so much was made of mauhood 
in its physical aspects, the poor bad no 
better recognition.

European countries, most of them on the basis of 
ten years’ average, is 1,208,503,068 bu. The aver- 
age of the aggregate imports for ten years 1s 
255, 403.748 bu, and the average of the aggregate ex- 
ports for ten years is 129,669,831 bu. The total 
annual supply of wheat for ten years gives an an- 
nual average of 1,334,246,995 bu. From this supply 
if the total average crop be deducted will indicate 
that of the imports 125,734,927 bu were obtained from 
countries outside of Burope, which is an average 
of ten years’ imports. Some of these European 
countries have under average wheat cops in 1885, 
including France about 40,000,000 bu; Great Britain,

LE CLERE THE ARTIST. 
NILS. Mich., Sept. 4.—[Editor of The Trib- 


Thomas Le Clere, the celebrated portrait paint- 
er, Was a wagonmaker by trade. His parents 
Tioga 


County, Township of Candor, N. Y., about the 
year 1830. They had three children, two sons 
and one daughter—Jacob, Thomas, and Isa- 
abelia. Thomas was about 10 years old when 
they came settled in a small frame house 
on Owego Creek four miles north of Owego, 
where its waters unite with those of the Sus- 
quehanna River. 

Many reminiscences of his school days oecur 
to the writer, his intimate and constant com- 
panion. His passion for sketching and drawing 
was notable, and much of his time was spent in 
this way. At about the age ot 12 or 13 ne sur- 
prised everybody with the painting of a stage- 
coach and tour horses under keen sail.. It was 
asplendid representation of the swiftest and 
easiest mode of travel in thuse days. The team 
was made up of two black horses and two dap- 
pie-grays, with silver-mounted harness. wheel- 
ing a splendid coach loaded inside and out 
with passengers with a halt-cord of baggage on 
the boot behind and on deck, while the driver 
seemed to delight in circulating his long whip 
in the air and making it crack like a pistol 
near the leaders’ ears. This may be styled his 
maiden effort, for it was the first paintmg in 
oil ever exhibited to public gaze, and received, 
as it merited, the commendation of ail who 
saw it, 

About four years later the family, as was 
said, returned to Canada, and Thomas was lost 
to view foratfew years. In 1844 he came to 
Owego, N. Y., and opened a studio, and re- 
ceived the patronage of mary wealthy people 
and men of note. Among the number was 


the late N. P. Willis, the poet, whose 
farm and residence, Glen Mary,“ was 
about. a mile west of the village. 


His portraite were pronounced very life-like 
and gave good satisfaction. I have one on the 
wall of his painting while there. It is just 42 
years old, and it looks as fresh and new as if 
painted yesterday. Truly, he was artist-born, 
original, and among the best America has pro- 
duced, and I congratulate Chicago that she has 
in her possession the life-size portrait of Presi- 
—— Grant and the bést production of the best 
artist. 

I started out to correct probably a wrong 
impression, that he was a wagonmaker by trade. 
His make-up and tendencies would preclude 
the idea. He was small of stature—his weight 
would not -exceed 100 pounds. He was very 
frail and effeminate, and never seemed 
to have any taste for that kind 
ot employment, no genius ia that 
direction, and no skill in the use of tools. It 
he had any connection with wagonmaking it 
may have been that he used the brush instead 
ot the spokeshave, and may have been a co- 
partner with some one that made the wood 


. work. This, probably, is the solution, and 
could not bave lasted for any iderabie 
length of time.

THE BLANKS WERE STOLEN AND THE NEW 
YORK-BANKERS ARE LOSING MONEY AND 
GETTING WORRIED. 

New York, Sept. 5.—|Special.}—-The mys- 
terious theft of some blank bank checks which 
were engraved and printea to order for down- 
town business-houses has recently cétised a stir 
among bankers in the vicinity of Wall street, 
The stolen blanks are apparently in the hands 
of more than one person.
